civilized nations now in control of the world to justify such a 
sin to be visited on the children even to the third and fourth 
generation.

MODERATE WATERING. 


"Too much wator is fatal either in 


summer or winter. On the Wyoming 
Experiment Farm one season 
we irri- 


gated one-half of a fieldof alfalfa as late 
as 
October, 
leaving 
the othor half 


without water. 
The 
part irrigated 


started earlier the next spring and up 
to the time of the first cutting the di- 
viding line betweon that which had not 
been 
irrigated and 
that 
which was 


watered late in the fall was distinctly 
visible, as the hay grew two or three 
inches higher on the fall irrigated por- 
tion. 


"Itwillnot do to turn the water»on 


and look at it once a week to see that it 
is stillrunning. 
Alfalfa soon dies if its 


feet are kept wet, and it needs long 
breathing 
spells and warm growing 


weather. 
Where the irrigating water 


is cold Itproduces a chilling effect, and 
the irrigation should be done quickly 
and the water turned off as soon as the 
ground 
has 
become 
thoroughly 
wet. 


1The bast time to irrigate alfalfa is im- 
mediately after the hay has been re- 
moved. 
Some irrigate just before the 


hay is cut, but our observations indi- 
cate that much better results aru ob- 
tained by irrigating after cutting. If 
the weather is very dry, light irriga- 
tions may be needed 
between' the cut- 


tings. 
We believo in irrgating in the 


fall, some time after tho last cutting 
has been made, to keep the soil from 
becoming too dry during the winter. 
Itshould not be done so late, however, 
that the ground is apt to freeze hard 
whilevery wet, as this Beetns to be the 
principal cause of winterkilling. 


WET FEET DANGEROUS. 


"Although alfalfa is extremely har- 


dy," says Professor Buffum, "and will 
live through long periond of drouth it 
willnot produce hay unless irrigated. 
Itis of vitalimportance to apply water 
at the' right timeand conduct the irri- 
gation in the right way. Flooding as 
the native 
meadows are 
flooded for 


long 
periods of time is much more 


quickly fatal to alfalfa than itis to our 
best native grasses.

For at least a quarter of a century the Wise men of the 


W est have at intervals prophesied the ultimate dismember­ 


ment of the Chinese empire. 
They have predicted that such 


a part would go to Russia, a certain other part to England 


and so on until the so-called civilized powers absorbed the 


great Chinese empire containing nearly one-third of the total 


population of the earth. 
A ll this wrote well, and was easily 


accomplished on paper, but it has not yet come to pass, and 


it is a question whether it ever will or not, and whether it 
would be to the best interests of the world if it did. 
Of all the great powers, the United States clearly sug­ 
gests the most sensible plan of dealing with China— namely, 
the maintaining of the open door in order that the commerce 
of the world may no longer be crippled by China’s lack of 
progress. 
It is certainly a dangerous thing for the powerful nations 
of the earth to endorse the maxim that “ might makes right” 
and therefore pounce upon the Celestial empire and piecemeal 
it out to one another, for in the distribution, if after years of 
war the prize is won, which has a measure of doubt about it, 
there will naturally arise disseutiou and dissatisfaction which 
will inevitably terminate in bitter war between the nations, 
causing a breaking up of the harmony now believed to exist. 
This will bring about a wretched state of affairs, which no 
one now alive on the globe will live to see adjusted and hence 
posterity will receive from us a legacy of hatred toward each 
other that will unsettle the worldly peace for centuries. 
The 
whole of China ten times told is not valuable enough to the 
civilized nations now in control of the world to justify such a 
sin to be visited on the children even to the third and fourth 
generation. 
The proper and reasonable thing to do is to treat China 
as a nation, compromise all international affairs, and leave to 
our children a river of peace and plenty and not a river of 
blood and destruction. 
We only have a life lease of the affairs of this world, and 
as civilized beings— followers of the meek and lowly One, 
who brought peace on earth, good will to man, it is our duty 
to leave the world in a better condition than when we found 
it, wear and tear not accepted. 
Let the plan of the United 
States prevail and thus do away with the likelihood of a half 
century or more of bloody wars between the great powers.

For years China has been preparing for the very thing 


that is now battering at her walls. 
And for all these years 


the nations of the earth have been supplying her with mod­ 


ern munitions of war. 
Her shrewdest men have trotted all 


over the globe and made themselves familiar with modern 


warfare. 
Nay, more, the best talent of the earth has been 


employed to teach them the art of war. 
Is it at all strange, 


then, that the heathen dragon shows the teeth of steel. 
Nay, 
verily; for ought we know China can raise and maintain an 
arm y equal if not superior in numerical strength to the com­ 
bined armies of the world. 
It is acknowledged that China 
can feed five soldiers for the same money that one soldier can 
be fed in other nations, hence 500,000 soldiers in China can 
be maintained for the sum needed for 100,000 iu auy other 
country. 


It is apparent that China has prepared to throw off the 
hated, galling foreign yoke and that the powers will find in­ 
deed a veritable dragon to conquer, instead of the supposed 
tottering empire. 
“ Discretion is the better part of valor,” 
this government should keep strictly to the line laid down at 
the outset by President M cKinley— m ilitary co-operation if 
necessary to punish and a.n “ open door” ; but no partition; 
no declaration of war. 


L i k e the assassination of Lincoln and Garfield, the kill­ 


ing of the K ing of Italy is another instance of a good man 


being sacrificed to appease the fancied wrongs of a crank. 


Look as far back in history as we may and we find that the 


human race always, has had and probably always will have a 


class of individuals who are never satisfied unless they are 
overturning and outraging all the laws of humanity and 
decency. 
The knave Bressi is of the familiar type. 
He 
gloats over his crime, and he and his fellows laugh while the 
world weeps. 
K ing Humbert was known the world over as 
a noble, high-minded ruler and a generous man. 
Time and 
again has he demonstrated that he had the good and best 
welfare of his people at heart. 
It would seem that there is 
something radically out of joint iu the world to make pos­ 
sible such outrages. 
. 


■’Aifalfa as a H ay C ro p ’’ is th e title 
of a bulletin prepared by Prof. B. C. 
Buffum, th e A griculturist of the W y ­ 
om ing E xperim ent Station, and his 
treatm en t of th e subject is of more 
than passing in terest to farm ers of th e 
great arid region, w here no o th er plant 
Is held in such high esteem by those 
who have had th e largest experience in 
irrigation farm ing. 
“ A lthough alfalfa is extrem ely h a r­ 
d y ,” says Professor Buffum, “and will 
live th ro u g h long periond of d ro u th it 
will not produce hay unloss irrigated. 
I t is of vital im portance to apply w ater 
a t th e rig h t tim e and conduct th e irri­ 
gation in the rig h t way. 
Flooding as 
th e native meadows are flooded for 
long periods of tim e is much more 
quickly fatal to alfalfa th an it is to our 
boBt native grasses. 


W ET F E E T DANGEROUS. 


“ It will not do to tu rn th e watei»on 
and look a t it once a week to see th a t it 
is still running. 
Alfalfa soon dies if its 
feet are kept wet, and it needs long 
breath in g spells and warm grow ing 
w eather. 
W here th e irrig atin g w ater 
is cold it produces a chilling effect, and 
th e irrigation should be done quickly 
and th e w ater turned off as soon as th e 
ground has become thoroughly wet. 
T he best tim e to irrig ate alfalfa is im ­ 
m ediately after th e hay has been re­ 
moved. 
Some irrig ate ju st before the 
hay is cut, bu t our observations indi­ 
cate th a t much b etter results arc ob­ 
tained by irrig atin g after cutting. 
If 
th e w eather is very dry, light irrig a­ 
tions may be needed between th e c u t­ 
tings. 
W e believe in irrg atin g in th e 
fall, some tim e after tho last cu ttin g 
has been made, to keep th e soil from 
becoming too dry during th e w inter. 
I t should not be done so late, however, 
th a t th e ground is a p t to freeze hard 
while very wet, as this seems to be the 
principal cause of w inter killing. 


MODERATE W ATERING. 


"T oo m uch w ater is fatal eith er in 
sum m er or winter. 
On th e W yom ing 
E xperim ent Farm one season we irri­ 
gated one-half of a field of alfalfa as late 
as O ctober, leaving 
th e o th e r half 
w ithout w ater. 
T he p art irrigated 
started earlier th e next spring and up 
t.o tho time of th e first cutting th e di­ 
viding line botweon th a t w hich had not 
been irrigated and th a t which was 
w atered late in the fall was distinctly 
visible, as th e hay grew two or three 
inches higher on th e fall irrigated por­ 
tion. 


DUTY OF W ATER ON A LFA LFA . 


“ By duty of w ater we moan th e 
am ount w hich Is used on th e land. 
Al­ 
falfa is a perepnlal plant which occupies 
th e land all th e tim a, 
fts grow ing sea­ 
son is long and th a t it requires a pro­ 
portionally large 
am ount of 
w ater 
would be expected.” 
H ere Professor Buffum presents a 
table show ing the am ounts of w ater 
used on fourteen different crops of a l­ 
falfa. 
“ T he table show s," ho con­ 
tinues, “ th a t we have not used very 
large am ounts of w ater in th e produc- 
tios; of alfalfa. 
O ur m easurem ents of 
w ater used op native hay shows th a t 
only about one-half tho w ater was used 
on alfalfa as on th e native h a y .'', An 
average of 
these fourteen m easure­ 
m ents made a t L aram ie as set forth in 
th e above m entioned table shows tho 
deptb of w ater applied to alfalfa to 
have been 2.22 feet. 
An average of six 
m easurem ents m ade by th e Station on 
oats, w heat and barley shows 2.74 acre 
feet applied to each acre of those crops. 
T he only class of plants upon which 
less w ater has been used by tho Station 
than on alfalfa has been root crops. 


FAMOUS TU RKESTAN A LFA LFA . 
T he first seed of this aifalfa was im- 
p£-fad and s«ot o u t by th e D epartm ent 
of A griculture ‘a ^ 
U ttlo attention 
was given it until the so "* '* « « tb e r o f 
w inter before last put its hardiness T 
th e test. On all p arts of the farm -plots 
at th e W yom ing Station the ordinary 
alfalfa showed more o r less w inter kill­ 
ing, b u t not a single plautof tho T u rk e­ 
stan variety had been h u rt. 
Sim ilar 
reports were received by th e D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture from m any o th er 
sections. 
N ot only does it seem h a r­ 
dier, b u t it has generally produced 
heavier yields than th e common alfalfa. 
On th e W yom ing E xperim ent S tation 
farm , averaging th e results for th e last 
tw o seasons, when cu t for hay and 
cured alike, th e T urkestan "variety 
clearly showed superior cropping qual­ 
ities, producing over three-fo u rth s of a 
ton more hay por acre. 
Secretary Wilson, of th e D epartm ent 
of A griculture, is greatly pleased a t the 
discovery of this variety of alfalfa and 
its apparent 
hardiness 
and 
heavy 
yielding qualities, and his departm ent 
is preparing to introduce it genorally 
in small lots th ro u g h o u t th e W est. 
F arm ers who dosire to m ake a trial of 
it should mail a request to th e Secre­ 
tary of A griculture a t YVashington for 
some seed.

Jackson has not "Imposed upon the

worse for the vehicles of our business 
men, or families, who have resided In 
Jackson, 
and after tho advioe of the 
Health Officer has been sollolted, and 
those parties have 
been declared free 
from contagion, 
to leave 
our town, 


than for parties from the 
towns to 


come to Jackson for a few hours, min- 
gle withour people and return. Every 
day 
since the breaking out of the 
smallpox wehave been visited by peo- 
ple from our neighboring towns. 
This 


is not a well-selected time for a stirring 
up of the rivalry between our towns, 
and only makes a bad matter worse. 


"Are not the people entitled to know 
the truth of the matter"? 
Indeed, 


they are. 
The various 
towns of this 
county have been Informed of the state 
of affairs inJackson by the proper au- 
thorities, and in every Instance 
their 


word has been doubted. This Is wrong. 
The authorities are sworn to truthful- 
ness 
and faithfulness in their official 


capacity, and have givenbut any infor- 
mation that has been aaked for. For 
the benefit of those who are indoubt, 
an Invitation has been extended to any 
reputable citizen or physician in the 
county to come 
to Jackson 
and he 
would be shown every case wehave, 
but no one has taken advantage of It, 
not even the physicians of our neigh- 
boring towns. 
: 


The 
recently issued circulars 
give 


evidence as to the interest taken in the 
work by the authorities, 
and shows 
that they are making strenuous efforts 
for the extermination of the disease. 
If the citizens of our town consider 
these warnings useless, and do not heed 
the advice that has been offered, what, 
then, can be .done? 
Can our Health 


Officer or authorities becondemned 
for 


the inactivity of the people, and the 
disinclination of our citizens 
to take 
advantage of these simple precautions, 
when it may possibly bo a matter of 
lifeor death? 
No action Is taken by 
our authorities that Is not sanctioned 
by the leading citizens of the commun- 
ity. 
People- who have, or who are 


even suspected of having come in con- 
tact with smallpox have 
not been out 


of town unless the necessary 
precau- 


tions have been taken. 


. All of last week there was but one 
new case of smallpox reported. 
There 


.has been but two deaths, one of which 
was indirect, there being a complica- 
tion of diseases, 
and the other 
was 


caused by the patient encountering a 
draught. 


Inregards 
to the quarantine meas- 


ures that have been taken here, every- 
thing possible has been done to check 
the spreading of smallpox. Not only 
have the health officer and the other 
physicians and authorities 
done much 
to stamp out the disease, 
but the peo- 


ple have made -unusual efforts toward 
that end. 
Dr.H. H. Look, a repre- 


sentative of the State Board ofHealth, 
and one of the ablest experts inthe 
State on smallpox, said that although 
under 
great difficulties 
Jackson 
has 


sustained the best quarantine measures 
he has everbeen called toInvestigate. 
ItIsnot right and Itshows Ignorance 


to criticise the actions of the authori- 
ties, when we know from personal ob- 
servation that everything possible has 
been done, and done promptly. 
When 


threatened witha severe epidemic the 
State Board ofHealth was notified, and 
that body was asked to assist us, which 
they did. 
The disease has been wellin 


hand since first discovered and most of 
the new cases 
have been in houses 
that are quarantined. 
Nurses 
were 


scarce and relatives 
were compelled to 


wait on tho sick ones, thus bringing 
tho whole family in contact with the 
disease, 
consequently 
there has

sport began : there were a number of 
horses disemboweled; 
there was a free 


fight in the audience 
between a man 


and a woman. 


When this unfortunate made a quick 


move, aU the brave Spaniards 
would 
;vault the rear 
fence Into the passage- 


way between itand the balcony where 
the Spanish maidens were supposed to 
be urging them on with shouts and the 
waving of fans and shawls. 
When 
danger was passed, 
they sprang gal- 


lantly baok and stuck a few bradded 
spears 
decked 
with ribbons into the 


'houlders 
of the calf. Finally, since 


calves are too expenstve tokillfor sport 
every night inParis, the doors of the 
stable were opened and with a parting 
bellow of delight, with tall In the air 
and scampering 
hoofs, the calf disap- 


peared, his tortures over until10 p.m. 
the followingevening. 


Then a half dozen burly Spaniards 


"took their livesin their hands," so to 
speak, 
and began to prod this calf 


about the ring. 
The anxiety of the 


animal was always and only.to escape. 
At one time It would run to the gate, 
at another, trembling with fright, It 
would pass back and forth along the 
Iron barricade fit to he compared with 
the Paris monumental gateway at the 
Exposition, and strong enough to hold 
baok all the wildbulls inthe swamps of 
the Guadalquivir; 
and this little calf 


would try to finda place big enough to 
admit both of itslittlehorns at once, 
bellowingall the while forthe meroy of 
a Parisian 
audience, In whioh there 


was a sprinkling of Americans. 


When 
at length this number 
was 
reached, the excitement of the audience 
became 
palpable. 
The 
orchestra 
played the shivery tremulous "Lizzy 
crossing the ice" music, so known from 
Uncle Tom's Cabin days. 
THe curtain 


was raised and the stage cleared. 
A 
half dozen workmen brought Inwith 
a great deal of labor heavy Iron posts 
and planted them firmly across 
the 


front of the stag\j. 
Onto 
these 
as 


supports there were clamped tier on 
tier oflateral bars, men working from 
the inside and outside of the fence. 
This 
enormous 
iron' barricade 
was 


bolted firmlytogether and reinforced 
by stays fromthe side of the audience. 
The 
completed structure 
was fifteen 
feet inheight, and there was some ex- 
citement when the last workman left 
on the outside clambered 
over 
the 


fence to regain the stage. 
Meanwhile 
upon the stage asemi-circle of detach- 
able board fencing was arranged and 
above this a balcony, where presently 
a small audience of gailydressed people 
took their places. 
Soon the matadors, 


one or two mounted, allgaily dressed, 
marched Into the ring, and after a 
solemn procession, threw off their extra 
garments, 
tossing 
their gloves and 
capes to their favorite sweethearts in 
the balcony. 
They then with.the au- 


dience waited with bated breath and 
painfulsuspense for theimpending con- 
flict.

pushed 
through the doorway onto the stage a 
gaunt 
young 
bellowing 
calf.

poor 
innocent, 
with delicate 
pink 


horns just peeping from under the red 
hair of his forehead, made violent ef- 
forts to escape back Into bis stall, but 
presently It was In the ring and the 
gate was barred behind it.

Paris, Prance, July 9, 1900. 


Afew days ago I 
spent an evening at 


one of the foremost variety theatres In 
Paris, 
the Folia Bergere. 
The pro- 
gram which began 
well witha most 
beautiful ballet soon fell back Into the 
regular 
succession -of acrobatic per- 


formances, clowns, soubrettes, and one 
act "specialties 
so familiar to the au- 


diences 
of the larger oitles of 
the 


United States. 
The climax of the per- 


formance everyone felt was toliein the 
bullfight announced 
welldown toward 


the end of the program.

thor- 


oughly softened, 
then 
wrings Itout 


very lightly and applies. 
The wood 
pulp sheet willabsorb and hold from 
four to five times its weight of water 
and, since- heat and moisture are the 
desiderata in poultices, this furnishes 
them in simple, cleanly form.No cloths 
are needed, no cooking, no stirring and 
spreading 
on cloth—just a soaking in 


hot water. 
And the nicest part is the 


total absence

though there is, too, a great economy of 
time and trouble. ItIs sometimes ad- 
visable to put a cleca of oiled muslin 
over the sheflt to help qetaln the heat 
and moisture.
